The proposed clean UP Pro- 
gram, Said Lee,， would begin with 
the placement of 24“litter recep- 
tacles”around Chinatown. Up to 
50 more such glorified trash cans 
are expected to be made available 
later. But they must be purchased 
by civic-minded _ merchants and 
others for $206 each. In return for 
their anti-litter zeal，those who 
buy the fancy containers will gain 
a bit of recognition 一 a7”by 7” 
Plaque with their company name 
or logo on 让 . 

The clean up project would also 
Provide fer the unclogging of 
drains in the neighborhood and 
offer a radio-dispatched patrol to 
respond to unusual litter Problems 
like spillage from trucks.， In 
addition，Ppatrols to fine Parking 
violators whose vehicles block 
mechanical street cleaning 
operations would be beefed up， 

The campaign is expected to hit 
merchants the hardest,. They will 
be required to buy appropriate 
Teceptacles for their garbage，

A group of Asian American 
leaders met with the SBA and 
Congressional leaders in VWash- 
ington about ten days ago to try 
and convince the SBA to change 
the legislation. Wilson Chang and 
Harold Yee from Asian Inc. of San 
Francisco were two of those 
present and they met with the 
Asian Amer， press last week to 
discuss their meetings， 

According to Chang, the SBA is 
scheduled to Publish their final 
regulations on May 24，There 
have been delays due to the furor 
in the Asian American commun- 
ity and protests by Congressmen 
Norman Mineta，Phil and John 
Burton，senators Alan Cranston， 
Daniel Inouye and other legis- 
]ators， 必 

The SBA _ administrator has 
agreed to allow a hearing process 
that will permit minority groups 
as well as individuals to apply for 
SBA assistance,，Weaver hopes to 
publish the guidelines at the same 
`time as the regulations，and he 
informed the Press that the 
hearing process will probably take 
onlv about ten weeks. 

UNLIKELY 

"We want the SBA to include 
Asian Americans before the final 
regulations are published,”Chang 
said last week. He says that 
Weaver could do this by an 
administrative fiat，but the Times 
indicated last week that this was 
unlikely. 

Another possibijlity is for Asians 
to go through a quick certification 


issued，Chang said， He feels that 
there could be delays in the 
hearings _ that could cost Asian 
Americans millions of dollars. 
“The SBA is the lead agency.

In an advertisement that 
appeared recentlvy in the Wash- 
ington Post，Hayakawa was criti- 
cized for his oft-stated opposition 
to _ efforts by Japanese Americans 
to win compensation from the US 
government for sending them to 
concentration camps during 
World War II. The response from 
Havakawa's office was“After all， 
the. Japanese did bomb Pearl 
Harbor.” 

The JACL said the statement 
showed that Havakawa and his 
Staff lacked any understanding of 
the redress issue，Americans of 
Japanese ancestry，it said，had 
absolutely nothing to do with the 
bombing of Pearl Harbor， In 
addition， it said， investigative 
agencies of the government，in- 
cluding the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation， had， determined 
before the bombing that Japanese 
Americans maintained an “un- 
equivocal allegiance” to the US， 

“HUSTLE” 

The JACL said the efforts of 
Japanese Americans to win redress 
was not, as Hayakawa has said，a 
“profitable hustle”of minorities， 


.The issue is not a question of 


money，the JACL said，but a 
duestion of the “viability and 
legitimacy” of the“ “Constitution 
and Bill of Rights.
